Notebook “on 
China,* Mr. Sowerby has writgen several, 
books about China, and“he states’ in his 
preface that this new work may be look- 
ed upon ass complementary to his Fur and 
Feather int North China, which was de- 
yoted almost exclusively to the mainmals 
and hirds’ of the country north of the 
 Yangtsze River, "However ‘that may be, 
this new volume seems to’ contain just, 
what is wanted by the naturalist iy, China, 
and particularly those of the .amateur 
status. The Mr. 
Sowerby is amazing in its extent: and 
| richness, ‘and while this is seareely a 
popular work in the sense that ‘that

public it is certainly a tyost comprehen. 
sive guide for anyone with leanifigs in 
the direction of natural history in China, 


Mr, Sowerby's two openin rd chapters, 
entitled “The Voices of the Forest” and 
“The Heart of the Wild,” are calculated 
to make ‘the exile in the tropics thoroughly 
homesick. These impressions of ‘the Man- 
churian forest drive home only too sharply 
the realisation that » man who deliberate. 
ly leaves behind his own climate, who 
forsnkes a soil rich in the literary and 
historic tradition. of his race, gives up 
the deepest contentment that life affords, 
whatever compensations he may find else- 
where. 

IMPE RI AL HUNTING GROUNDS. 


Putting aside vain regrets, ‘and returning 
to the pleasant paths which may pe traced 
in Mr. Sowerby’ 3 hook, one may note a 
most interesting chapter on the’ natural 
history of the Imperial Hunting Grounds, 
This preserve of the Manchu. Emperors, 
comprising several thousands of acres, at 
one time sheltered the Pekiny stag, the 
tiger and black bear, and many smaller 
creatures such as the wild goat, the roc 
and the fox. These woodlands have pro- 
vided in effect a. wild beast and bird 
sanctuary, since the Imperial « hunting 
expeditions ceased more than fifty yours 
ago, and the forest guards ' kept! the 
woods inviolate against the hunter’ and 
woodsman, Soon after the’ Hunting 
Grounds were thrown open to” ithe public 
") Sur, Sowerby organised a party" to ex- 
plore them, and" the fruits of his journey 
are contained in this chapter. The sad 
fate that has overtaken this sanctuary is. 
described by Mr. Sowerby in these 
words :—'' Since the: Revolution, however, 
the Hunting. Groundy have been thrown. 
open to the Chinese farmer und settler,. 
the‘old Imperial family, who are still the 
owners, and’ being in need of funds,, 
having found this un easy means of -rais- 
ing woney. The settlers have heen rapidly 
cutting away the forests, und professional 


hunters have come in and killed off the: 
‘\gieater part of the game and other wild 


‘animals, and to-day tho whole face of the 
land is turned fram woodlands to smiling 
farmlands, and only in the more inaceess- 
ible parts “of the niountains: and deep 
rayines is anything left of the old forests 
and their denizens.” 


- . "CHINA PONIES. ~ 


Racing enthusiasts will be interested in 
Mr, .Sowerby’s researches into the 
pedigree of the China Pony. Discussions 
have taken place in racing circles os to 
whether, the past standard of ‘racing: 
ponies’ on racecourses . in China is‘to be 
maintained, and if so, how is it to be 
managed with the increasing difficulty of 
securing first-class animals of a pure 
breed ; and how raving is to be kept: with- 
in the’ means of the avernge member of 
the race clubs. “Mr. Sowerby points -out ! 
that. these discussions have centred to a: 
considerable: ‘extent on the question ‘of: 
what the Chitid Pony really is and he' 
says, seferring to this hardy little animal. 
" He is called the “ China Pony,’., which 


fiame presumably. dates from the time; 


when foreigners first.came to China and 
bought. ponies from local native. dealers 
without knowing that they all came from 
Mongolia.’ There are real China ponies, 
that is to say, ponies that are horn and 
bred in China and belong to breeda that 
are indigenous to the country, but these 
come. from the ‘west, are small, and pre 
never used for racing, and. seldom for any 
other ‘purposes, except: for: children “to 
ride, “by - -Egvopeans’ in China. © ‘Thus the

Some mention should be madé of the 
Regimental Band, and. the Regimental 
Calours,—'both hoary relics.
